1 trict attorney's office, Schmidt’s confes- 
sion was full and absolute. In it he is 

. 3 quoted as saying that he killed his 
i] companion with a butcher knife, and 
| cut up the body with the knife and a 
saw, The deed was committed, the 
police say, while the woman slept, 
shortly after midnight on September 2, 
in an apartment in Bradhurst avenue, 
where the priest had placed her five 
days before. 

When her heart had ceased beating, 
according to the alleged confession. 
Schmidt carried the body from the bed 
to the bathroom and, placing it in the 
tub, began immediately his gory task of 
cutting it up. With the keen knife and 
the saw he cut off the head, arms and 
Jegs. Still fearful of detection, he then 
eut the body tn two, 

Five bundles, wrapped in Bed clothes 
and papers, were made of the six parts. 
Five times Schmidt left the apartment 
house with a bundle ‘to cross the Hud- 
Soh river to the Jersey shore. 

Five times he leaned over the stern 
of the ferryboat in midstream and 
gently gave the river his burden. Then 
he returned to his church. 4

WOULD PREVENT BURDEN 
FALLING ON FARMERS 


New Plan Would Eliminate 
Worst Evils of Exchanges, 
‘Yéet Be of Great Benefit to 
Business and Planters

WASHINGTON, Sept: 15.—Along with 
the announcement today by Speaker 
Clark that the conference report on the 
tariff bill will be ready for consideration 
Friday came Satisfactory assurances 
that Senator Hoke Smith's plan for reg- 
ulating the cotton exchanges will be 


accepted by the conferees, in lieu of the) 


Clarke’ amendment. It is under- 
stod that the house conferees headed by 
Leader Underwood, are committed to 
the Smith scheme, and it.is ¢onfident- 
ly believed, that the senate conferees 
will accept it. 

It is believed that the practical ef- 
fect of the enactment into law of Sena- 
tor Smith’s plan will be to inerease 


the price of cotton approximately half 
a cent a pound. 

The Clark amendment, which the rate 
adopted, taxes all cotton. future con- 
trags ‘one-tenth of a cent a pound, or 


approximately 50 cents a bale, If deliv- 
ery actual takes place this tax will be 
refunded, Since most of the transac- 


tions on the exchange are purely specu- 
lative deals and so-called heldging con- 
tracts, delivery occurs only in a small 
percentage of the cases. Exchange trad- 
ers say this tax will prohibit all spec- 
ulation and.the exchange cannot live 
without its speculative busines. They 
contend also that if the exchanges are 
abolished it will be followed by a drop 
in price, as it Will restrict the mar- 
Ket. It has been charged also that if 
the business continued to live the tax 
would fall upon the farmer and that 
for every bale sold on the exchanges 
he would have to pay 50 cents out of his 
pocket. 4 

The Smith amendment. offered in the 
Senate, caucus asa substitute;and -de- 
feated, proposes to require a more hon- 
eSt.contract, to be adopted by the ex- 
changes. In a word, it aims to elim- 
inate the worst evils of the exchange. 
It accepts the New Orleans exchange 
contract as a model and would require 
the New York exchange to’ conform to 
that system. 

Under this amendment each contract 
must specify one of the nine govern- 
ment standard grades of. cotton. In 
settlement of such contract should a 
different grade be tendered the differ- 
ence in price as fixed’ by actual spot 
cotton transactions six days" previous 
must be* paid. This is a substitute 
for the arbitrary system of fixing the 
differences in values of various grades 
of cotton, tenderable on contract. As 
a means of forcing the exchanges to 
conform their contracts to the govern- 
ment classification, the Smith amend- 
ment provides that unless they do so 
this contract shall be taxed 50 cents a 
bale as provided now in the Clark 
amendment.

“The cranes they’ve got at the plant 
now,” said the councilman, “run along 
‘I’ beams in the top of the building. 
This makes it impossible for the cranes 
to cover ‘the whole area of the dumping 
pit when they reach down with the grab 
buckets to pick up the’ garbage. The 
result is a side strain on the cables, and 
they are constantly breaking. 

“What the plant needs, and what it 
must have before I will consent to pay- 
ing the Destructor company the balance 
due on the purchase price, is a real 
traveling crane. Machinery men will 
understand what I mean. I mean tha 
there should be a track running along 
both sides of the building, and on this 
track should be a long caryiage, reach- 
ing from one track“to the other. Mount- 
ed on the carriage should be two cranes, 
traveling back and forth across’ the 
building. Then we would have cranes 
that would go down and pick up gar- 
bage from every corner of the dumping 
pit. They would réach every square foot 
of the pit. > 

“The present arrangement never will 
be satisfactory. The garbage has to 
be shifted around after it is dumped 
into the pit in order for the cranes tu 
get hold of it. The cables are contin- 
ually breaking from the side strain. 
The motors are liable to burn out very 
often, which will mean time wasted and 
money spent in rewinding. 

“The crematory, you see, is useless 
without the cranes, as they are the only 
means of conveying the garbage from 
the dump pit to the furnaces.” 

if Councilman Ashley stands firm in 
his announced intention" not to consent 
to the payment of the balance on the 
purchase price until a traveling crane is 
installed according to his ideas, he will 
be in a position to compel the Destruc- 
tor company to make the thange for 
this reason.

Mr, Farnsworth to Be Guest 
at Banquet Monday Night 
and Will Discuss Convention 
Outlook With Hotel Men 


Fred EB. Farnsworth, general secre- 
tary of the American Bankers’ associa- 
tion, who arrived in Atlanta Monday 
morning to be the guest of Atlanta’s 
bankers, hotel men and the Atlanta 
convention bureau, and incidentally to 
go over the local hotels with a view to 
arriving at their manner of accommo- 
dations should the 1914 convention of 
American Bankers be secured by this 
city, forecasts prosperity throughout 
the entire country and especially in the 
south within the near future. 

Mr. Farnsworth was met at the Ter 
minal passenger station by a commit- 
tee composed of J. K. Ottley, vice pres- 
ident of the Fourth National bank; 
Haynes McFadden, secretary of the 
Georgia Bankers’ association, and Fred 
Houser, secretary of the convention 
bureau. He was driven to the Pied- 
mont hotel, where a suite of rooms had 
been engaged for him. 

The distinguished visitor, while con- 
Servative in his views on general con- 
ditions especially in the commercial 
and financial world, was none the less 
decidedly optimistic of the future and 
made no secret of the fact that better 
times were imminent. 

“While I have not been through the 
south,” said Mr. Farnsworth, “I have, 
very recently had many opportunities to 
talk to leading southern bankers and 
financiers and heard from them most 
reassuring reports from this part of 
the country. While there was a feeling 
of conservatism among them, there was 
also the prevalent opinion that every- 
thing looked better. 

“The tariff bill, which will be most

SECRETARY GARRISON 
RETURNS TO WASHINGTON 


He Has Made Coast-to-Coast 
Tour of Forts and Defenses. 
Changes to Come, 


WASHINGTON, Sept: 


15.—Secretary 


| Garrison returned today after an absence 


of several weeks, during which he made 
a coast-to-coast inspection-of the various 


| forts and army posts. As a- result 
of the inkpection, it is_ believed a 
| number of important changes will be 


of forts and posts more interdependent. 

The secretary plunged into a mass of 
acoumulated work on arriving at his of- 
fice and will'spend the next few days in 
getting in touch with events that have 
transpired in his absence. 

“] don't believe the army was ever 
in better condition,” said Secretary Gar- 
rison, “but if we are going to attract 
the men we want and raise the efficiency 
of the armys we must have a shorter 
term of enlistment f am in favor of a 


three-year term, with the privilege of 

discharge into the rederve as soon as 

an enlisted man proves his efficiency. 
“l have not decided what the short- 


est peridd of ,the service with the col- 
ors should be. That Will depend entire- 


ly upon the individual. I am in favor 
of discharging men as soon as they 
earn discharge, and as a reward for 
their hard work. 

“And to make the army more at- 
tractive to the best class of men, I favor 
vocational training for the army, so 
that in addition to the military train- 
ing and discipline, which a man would 


acquire through service, he would leave 
with some trade, when he goes again 
into civil life. Wherever I went I found 
universal approval of this plan.” 

Mr. Garrison said he does not favor 
nor would the country tolerate a large 
standing army. He thinks that a 
shorter enlistment to be followed by a 
term in the reserve, would go a long 
way in building up the army without 
increasing it numerically. The sec- 
retary declined to discuss his plans for 
the concentration of the army in a 
few strategic centers, rather than to 
have them distributed throughout 157 
posts in unimportant locations. 

“My views on that subject will be 
made known in orders from time to 
time,” he added. “But I expect the 
fullest co-operation of congress in car- 
rying my plan into effect.’’

TRIAL OF LEO M. FRANK 


Also Makes Plea Against Cap- 
Ital Punishment—''Trial 
Not Impartial’ 


A discussion of the Frank case held a) 


prominent part in Dr. A. R. Holderby’s 
sermon, “A Square Deal for Every 
Man,” delivered Sunday morning at the 
Moore Memorial church. 

The minister made the assertion that 


Leo M. Frank did not receive an impar-! 
prejudice | 


tial trial because of alleged 
egainst him and the inflamed condition 
of the public mind. 

Dr. Holderby declared that the church 
is not concerned with the question of 
Frank's guilt or innocence, 
with the question of the fairness of his 
trial. 

The minister introduced the subject 
of the Frank case by saying: 

“I wish to speak a word of caution to 
you today as regards your attitude to- 
ward one of our citizens, who has been 
convicted of a most atrocious crime. It 
is not for me or you to affirm that he is 
innocent or guilty, for the jury has ren- 
dered its verdict, but there is qa ques- 
tion which concerns the church. It Is, 
‘Did Leo M. Frank have a fair trial?’” 

Dr. Holderby asserted that the trial 
of Frank was not impartial, because of 
@ popular cry and clamor for vengeance. 

“It is a dangerous experiment,” said 
the pastor, “to convict any man of a 
crime at the time when the public mind 
is unduly excited and prejudice is at its 
height. It is far better to wait until 
sober judgment can prevail, and better 
by far to let a dozen guilty men go un- 
punished than to take the life of one 
who is innocent of crime.” 

In the course of his remarks Dr. Hold- 
erby scored circumstantial evidence, 
saying: “When the state hangs a man 
who is innocent of a crime, it is guilty 
of a judicial murder. No man’s life or 
liberty is safe when either can be taken 
away upon merely circumstantial evi- 
dence or because public sentiment de- 
mands vengeance. Jésus Christ was 
crucified under just such conditions. 

“It is clearly the duty of the church 
to demand moderation, sober judgment, 
justice and fair dealing for every man, 
whatever his station in life may be. I 
have no axe to grind in this matter, but 
am speaking in the name of God and 
in behalf of our common humanity.”

A Wise Policy. 


Hearty and well-nigh unanimous approval has 


the United States consular service men of experience 
and merit, regardless of purely political considera- 
tions. Of the thirty nominess for such offices which 
he submitted to the Senate last week, twenty-eight 
have been serving for a number of years and the other 
two have qualified through examinations for appoint- 
ment. There are to be transfers and promotions but 
no arbitrary discharge among those who are com- 
petently representing the Government in the capacity 
of consul, 

Thus Mr, Alexander M. Thackara, who has been 
consul at Havre and Berlin for the past sixteen years, 
is named for a vacancy at Paris. 
who has been in the service more than thirty years, 
is sent to Dresden and Mr. James A. Smith, with a 
good-record of sixteen years, is advanced from Genoa 
to Calcutta. 

The old spoils system has less and less favor with 
right-minded citizens. There are, to be sure, certain 
offices which ought to change hands with a change 
of the national administration and which, indeed, must 
for the sake of orcerly and efficient work. It is, 
inconceivable that a Republican cabinet could serve 
a Democratic president, or that in any office, in- 
volving the larger issues of Government and impor- 
tant matters of policy, a Republican official could 
work well with a Vemocratic administration. Some 
changes there must be simply in order that the pub- 
lic’s business may be successfully performed. 

It is perfectly natural and proper that in the 
choice of ambassadors and ministers, the President 
should supplant many of those who were appointed 
under the preceding administration, for, as the New 
York World says, “A United States ambassador to 
Great Britain or Mexico must, in the nature of things, 
represent the existing administration and be in sym- 
pathy with its policies.’’ A consul’s functions, on the 
contrary, “are virtually those of a business agent.” 
His duty is to protect the interests of citizens and 
the commerce of his country and to collect and for- 
ward information on industrial and economic mat- 
ters. It is not a political office, but one requiring 
special training and experience.” 

The fact is we are coming to a much saner and 
fairer view of federal offices, as of all public offices. 
We are coming to realize that true basis for ap- 
pointments is individual merit and ability. There 
are, as we have said, offices in which ability for 
service depends partly on political beliefs. A dis- 
trict attorney who is out of sympathy with Demo- 
cratic legislation is obviously disqualified for his du- 
ties; and in like manner a postmaster imbutd with 
the ideas of the Hitchcock regime would be a hind- 
rance to a Democratic administration. But on the 
other hand where matters of simple business rather 
than matters of policy are concerned, the efficiency 
of government should not be sacrificed to a reckless 
“spoils” system.

This year of grace 1913 the city of New York will 
overtake and pass London in respect to pepulation and 
become the largest city in/the world. 

Nowhere since time began has there been so vast 
and so heterogeneous an aggregation of people as that 
now embraced in Greater New York and its suburbs. 

Now that we are at the head of the class it is 


time we recommenced having a little self-respect. It is. 
time we realized our cityness. 

The city ought to be more beautiful than the coun- 
try, being nature plus the craft of man. Instead of 
which all cities are ugly. 

The reason they are ugly is to be found in the 
rampant individualism hitherto." Every man builds as 
he pleases. Beside a marble palace is a rambling 
shack, covered with red advertisements. 5 

We have ho civic beauty because we have no civic 
consciousness. 

There have been occasional, feeble, sporadic at- 
tempts among the cities, of the world to adopt some 
sort of plan and reconstruct the city toward it. Paris, 
under Napoleon the Little, cut avenues thorugh solid 
blocks of buildings for the sake of symmetry, and has 
now purchased from the general govenrment the 
old city fortifications, twenty-one miles in extent and 
five hundred yards wide, to convert them into parks. 

Berlin has spent millions-and is preparing to spend 
millions more rearranging herself. 

Chicago has a bold ideal, a plan toward which the 
young city proposes to work, so that in a hundred 
years from now the metropolis by Lake Michigan shall 
appear a harmonious unit. * ‘ 

What New York needs is\ some such ideal. There 
should be some sort of uniformity in office buildings; 
not monotony, but artistic coherenge. Individual 
caprice should be subject to communal taste.

Just to look at a town where every man builds

| How Old Is Dentistry? | 


Tooth-pulling is doubtless as ancient a surgical 
operation, if so it may be called, as is known to man- 
kind, but tooth-filling has been Supposed to be a mod- 
ern invention. Herodotus, and, of course, Galen, 
knew something about dentistry, but apparently not 
about fillings. But as early as the sixteenth century 
there is found printed evidence that the use of gold 
leaves to fill cavities had long been known, if not 
generally practiced. 

The assertion that Egyptian mummies have been 
found with gold-filled teeth is now generally thought 
to be an error arising out of the fact that the Egyp- 
tians often gilded the teeth of mummies for ornament. 
The question comes up in connection with the ex- 
plorations of Prof. Saville, of Columbia, in Ecuador. 
He found many pre-Aztec skulls perhaps 1,000 years 
old, of a type superior to the Aztecs, and what was 
especially remarkable was that their teeth showed 
both gold and cement filling. The New York Sun, in 
describing this find, says: 

“The gold-filled teeth struck him as the most 
unusual feature of his finds. In Mexico he had dug 
np skulls with teeth filled or ornamented with stone, 
but he had never before seen gold fillings in a pre- 
historic skull. The gold was on the edges of the 
teeth; and had been applied from the inside. It 
showed little on the outside, so the purpose appeared 
to be less for ornamentation than for utility. 

“Some of the teeth were filled with cement. In all 
cases, whether the fillings were gold or cement, .the 
borings indicated that a tool had been used that did 
the work possibly as well as the instruments of the 
modern dentist. Some of the teeth that apparently 
had been loosened were held together by gold banus. 
* * * Prof. Saville said that the residents, ar na- 
tives, of that part of Ecuador. where he found the 
skulls and the pottery, just north of the equator,-ap- 
parently were the only primitive people who under- 
stood the art of using jewels and platinum in decora- 
tive art. One of the objects of using gold in the 
teeth doubtless was ornamentation, but the chief pur- 
pose seemed to be to preserve the teeth."—-The Out- 
look.

THE CLEAN MILK CRUSADE 


I1—PROTECTING THE BABIES. 
BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 


Sanitary science has shown that the two principal 
sources of epidemic diseases are milk and water. Com- 
plex conditions of city life have tended to increase the 
dangers. of contagion from milk 
and to decrease thoSe from wa- 
ter. Municipal waterworks have 
served to narrow the supply to 
one sourge, making it possible 
to guard it against infection; 
on the other hand, the increase 
in population has multiplied the 
sources of.milk to such an ex- 
tent that the maintenance of a 
Sanitary supervision over them 
all is next to impossible.

A caSe in point is that of New 
York. With its milk supply 
lo- . 
cated in five states, and amount- Sy ms 
ing to 15,000,000 gallons a month, it is easy to see that 
the difficulties of controlling the production of the 
milk are innumerable. Furthermore, while water, un- 
der present systems of distribution, is as pure when 
it reaches the consumer as it was when it left the 
“source, milk standsachance of gathering contagion en 
route, besides offering nature’s best vehicle for the 
multiplication of the germs in it at the source. 
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The present system of milk regulation in most 
cities is fairly thorough, so far as the middleman, the 
dairyman, is concerned. But back of him is the farm- 
er, The dairyman may gather his milk supply from 
a hundred farms. He mixes all the milk he gets 
from them. Ninety and nine farmers who supply him 
may all be careful to a degree, but the hundredth one 
may stray out into the hills of indifference, and his 
supply may contaminate the whole dairy. In Cresson, 
Pa, a few yeats ago, there was an epidemic of ty- 
phoid. Ten cases occurred in eight families. Inves- 
tigation showed that they all drank milk from the 
same dairy. The epidemic stopped as soon as the Sup- 
ply of this dairy was freed from contamination. 
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In Savannah, Ga. an outbreak of typhoid was in- 
vestigated, and sixty-three cases were traced to one 
dairy, This dairy itself was clean and wholesome. 
But it furnished milk for a baker shop, and there was 
a case of typhoid in a room over the shop. The empty 
cans from this shop contaminated the whole dairy 
supply. In Newark, N. J., there was an epidemic of 
typhoid some years ago, Sixty-nine caSes were traced 
to one dairy. It procured some of its milk from a 
farm where a man had been ill with typhoid. In Salt 
Lake City an epidemic of twenty-nine cas¢s of typhoid 
was traced to one dairy, which drew a part of its 
supply from a farm where there had been a case of 
typhoid. In Palo Alto, Cal., 232 out of 900 milk users 
from one dairy had typhoid fever. The milk cans 
from this dairy had been washed in water from a 
creek that was contaminated with sewage.

But if milk may be fatal to grown-ups in many 
cases, it is nothing as compared with the damage im- 
pure milk does to the health of infants, With tender 
digestive tracts, liable to be disturbed by the east 
untoward condition, it does not require even contagion- 
infected milk to upset them and endanger their lives. 
Dirty milk without contagion in it is more fatal to 
babies than contagion-laden milk is to adultes. There- 
fore, it is peculiarly important that the milk used in 
the feeding of infants shall be clean as well as free 
from contagion. 
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Here is where the Sanitarian encounters another 
difficulty. The majority of the babies of the present 
day do not come into homes where good milk entails 
no extra burdens, but rather into the homes where, if 
sheer poverty does not hold sway, at least every cent 
that can be saved must be saved. The result is that 
in the homes where the majority of babies are to be 
found the poorest grade of milk is encountered—sim- 
ply because it costs less.

The death rate among infants is so high that one 
statistician has calculated that the chances of a baby 
surviving are much less than those of a man of eighty. 
Of all the people who die in the course of a year one 
out of every six is a baby less than a year old, It 
has been estimated that half of this mortality is due 
to bad milk, and there are now innumerable milk de- 
pots maintained where the supply of milk for infants 
is looked after by philanthropic societies. 

s s s 

The best example of what these milk depots are 
able to do is found in New York. There Nathan Straus 
initiated the work, and it is now being forwarded by a 
number of organizations. The New York milk com- 
mittee, in 1912, formed the Babies’ Welfare associa- 
tion, which became the central organization of 150 
agencies dealing with the welfare of babies. Through 
their efforts the infant mortality in that city was cut 
from 111 to 105 per thouSand babies born. Out of 
1,350 babies born alive and supervised during the’ first 
month, only thirty-seven died, which was only a third 
as many as died where they were not looked after by 
outside influences. The main effort was to induce 
the mothers to nourish their children in the natural 
way, and out of the 1,313 babies Hving at the end of 
the first month less than 4 per cent of a hundred were 
forced to rely on cows’ milk. Yet 1,700,000 quarts of 
fresh, clean milk was distributed through the fifty- 
five municipal milk stations. 
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The two efforts that are being made in all the 
Progressive cities are to induce mothers to forezo bot- 
tle feeding for their babies, and, where this cannot be 
done, to see that the babies get wholesome milk. In 
Chicago not long ago there was published a cartoon 
entitled, “The Long and the Short Haul.” It showed 
one baby with a nursing bottle, the tube of which 
Started at a farm sixty miles away. The milkman 
was milking dirty cows in a dirty stable and using a 
dirty bucket. Then came, the haul to the railroad, 
then a wait, then the trip to the city on the train, 
then it was hauled to the dairy and thrown in with a 
lot of other milk. From there it was taken to the 
house in a bottle. At each step the possible sources 
of contamination were shown, and it was stated that 
the average bottle-fed baby had to draw its milk 
through this tube. At the top of the cartoon was a 
modern Madonna with her baby, and this was the 
short haul. : 

During the first year of its life the average baby 
consumes 600 quarts of milk. When one considers 
that this milk may, under present dairy conditions, 
come from fifty or even a hundred dairy farms, and 
that any one of them may render the milk of all the 
others dangerous, it will be seen what a gamble with 
death the mother who buys milk from the average 
dairyman forces her baby to take. When it is re- 
membered that babies who get their milk by the short 
haul show a death rate only a third as great as those 
who get it by the long haul, it will be seen what havoc 
the long haul plays. Under ordinary conditions thirty- 
five out of every hundred bottle-fed babies die, while 


only eleven out of a hundred breast-fed babies fail to 
survive. : 


| How to Cut a Cantaloupe | 


The common way of dividing a cantaloupe into 
halves is by eutting it from pole to pole, running the 
knife along in the creases or depressions between the 
melon’s longitudinal rounded ridges: but here were 
melons that had been cut just the other way, 
longitudinally but throughtheir equator, : 
might say. 

The result was that each half-presented around its 
upper outer edge a écalloped effect; produced simply 
by cutting the melon not lengthwise, between the 
ridges, but crosswise of them at the middle, each half 
now showing all those ridges in ‘outline, running uni- 
formly around and at their freatest cross section. 

Perhaps it is only melons Somewhat flattened at

One is a cinder deflector for railway | 
passenger Coaches, and the other js a! 


stop to hold doors and keep them from | 
slamming. 

The cinder deflector is a V-shaped 
piece of metal which is fastened mid- 
way between the outside stiles of coach 
windows. It is about five inches wide, | 
from the base to the point of angle, and 
the angle is between 30 and 45 degrees. 

Cinders coming in contact with the 
Smooth surface of the deflector are in- 
Stantly thrown away from the coach, 
thus protecting passengers so that they 
may sit by open windows without an- 
noyance. . 

Like many useful inventions, the idea 
of the deflector was discovered by acci- 
dent. As a missionary of his church, |

CINCINNATI, Sept. 15.—Baseball 
magnates, managers, players and report- 
ers arrived in this city last night to be 
in attendance at the annual meeting of 
the national baseball commission which 
met Monday to supervise the drafting 
of players from the minor leagues, 


Chairman August Herrmann and Nation- 
ai League President Thomas Lynch are 
here and Ban Johnson, president of the 
American league. Besides these three 
members of the commission nearly all 
the presidents of the two major league 
clubs are expected to be on hand. 

Although the cream of the minor 
leagues has been secured by purchase 
by the major league clubs there are 
many good players still available by the 
drafting route and these are being 
drawn upon heavily. It is believed more 
drafts have been filed by the major 
leagues this year than at any time since 
the national agréement went into effect. 
The national agreement ruls provide that 
when two or more clubs draft a player 
he shall be disposed by lot. 

National league directors will consid- 
er the protest involving the game be- 
tween New York and Philadelphia on 
August 30, which was forfeited to New 
York by Umpire Brennan because of 
the actions of spectators. President 
Lynch subsequently overruled the um- 
pire and awarded the game to Phila~ 
delphia, which was in the lead at the 
time. The New York club protested this 
ruling and the final decision will be 


made by a committee of National 
1 e directors. 

ep renideht Lynch was a guest of Mr. 
Herrmann at the game Sunday between 
Cincinnati and Philadelphia. He said 
that Umpire Emslie had mailed to New 
York his report of the fight between 
Manager Joe Tinker, of the Cincinnati 
club, and Maranville and Meyers, of the 
Bostons, which took place on the field 
yesterday. Until he has read the report 
Mr. Lynch will not announce his de- 
cision, but it is probable that all the 
players concerned will be suspended. 
Tinker played today, but said he expect- 
ed that he would receive a five-day sus- 
pension after Mr. Lynch has investigat- 
ed the incident.

At Pinehurst last winter, where 
I saw her easily dispose of Mrs. Hurd 
(formerly Miss Dorothy Campbell), it 
was generally remarked about the club- 
house that there were not four amateurs 
among the 200 then there who could 
out-drive the “Long Island girl. 

Mrs. Hurd, with a record of British, 
Canadian and American championships 
to her credit representing the safe, ma- 
chine-like, consistent game of unusually 
high standard for the strength and 
powers of a woman, was hopelessly out 
of it when at the longish holes after 
the turn Miss Hyde got home in two 
each time for a four. 

On the tenth, a matter of about 375 
yards up hill, Mrs. Hurd had to play 
short on her second to avoid a trap 
short of the green, while Miss Hyde 
was nicely on witha drive and a 
mashie. On the eleventh, about 140 
“yards, Mrs. Hurd required three to the 
green to two for Miss Hyde (I think a 
drive and an iron). And so it went un- 
til Miss Hyde won the United North and 
South championship from her famous 
opponent, whose name is known where 
golf is played. 

Miss Hyde is rather tall and very 
lithe. She gets her wrists and whole 
body accurately into her stroke in a 
way that is a joy to gee. The ball goes 
off with the certainty and snap of the 
true professional’s stroke. Until rather 
recently Miss Hyde’s weakness was her 
putting and short game. Owing to the 
strokes that she lost near and on the 
green the safe and sure players beat 
her. In the women’s championship at 
Baltusrol Miss Hyde played her full 
shots up to man’s standard, only to 
be beaten through the superior accuracy 
of those unable to approach the dis- 
tances she got. 

Miss Hyde told me that she preferred 
the sand greens of the south. She said 
that when she got on turf greens she 
could not judge distances or forces nec- 
essary to get down in the usual two 
putts. She said that she had devoted 
much time to practice at putting, and 
sincerely hoped to improve. When she 
masters grass greens there is no woman 
player I have ever seen and few men 
players who will beat her. 

While on the subject of remarkable 
play by women as an object lesson for 
men I have in mind another woman 
who drives for well up to 200 yards 
and frequently well above, and yet

The Commercial Hen, the 
One For Profit | 


Bien day much valuable in- * 


formation is being gained 

on different subjects con- | 
nected with the poultry industry, | 
and by being a close observer and - | 
studying the methods. by which 
others are succeeding, it is enab- i 
ling many to make a success of. | 
not only the poultry industry, but | 
many other lines of work. 

Possibly the poultry industry 

throughout the south has been 
one of the hardest propositions 
that has confronted our people, 
to know how to make money out 
of it, and the secret has not yet 
been told, but much’ valuable in- 
formation is being gained every 
a@sy, and in time to come there 
will be kentireds who will fina 
the way to suécess and money 
making the same as many others 
have done. 
- Possibly one of the strongest 
arguments that will finally settle 
this matter in the minds of many 
is to take up the past records of 
those who have succeeded aad 
those who have failed, and by 
studying their methods, we can 
atmost always find the cause of 
success and failure. The rec- 
ords, almost without exception, 
snow that the commercial plants, 
especially those who have made 
the production of fresh eggs a 
regular business, have made a suc- 
cess of their venture, and the rec- 
ords show that almost invariably 
these plants have started in a 
small way and gradually grown 
to an enormous size. The major- 
Ity of them have unlimited de- 
mand for their products and most 
of them are increasing their out- 
and from a small beginning they have built up a 
This is what the poultrymen 


by year 
splendid profitable business enterprise. 
of all sections will eventually have to depend upon as their constant 
gource of income and have a business that they can depend on 365 
days in the year. 

The day has come when enough people have learned to appreciate 
the value of strictly fresh eggs, and the demand for these eggs are ab- 


put year 


solutely unlimited, therefore the person who knows how to produce 
them throughout the entire year at a cost where he can make a profit 
on his products, naturally this is the person who will succeed in the 
poultry business. 

With the new methods of housing and feeding hens in great 
quantities, it enables any one to care for a larger number of birds 
with a small amount of labor and get wonderful results from, them. 
Two men can easily care for from 5,000 to 10,000 hens under the 
methods of housing now where a few years ago it was impossible to 
properly care for a few hundred hens, and in addition get far better 
results from hens of the right kind that are fed properly. 

Of course, it requires capital and a lot of it to build and stock 
these plants, but it is being done, and many who have learned to 
properly manage these commercial plants are making money where a 
few years ago there was no chance for them to do so. Undoubtedly 
this is the safe and proper way that we will have to practice hereafter 
to make poultry keeping profitable. 

The man who has established a family of great layers and has 
bred them for generations and kept a careful record, has before him 
now something that is absolutely certain of showing a big per cent ot 
profit, and where the proper methods have been used in raising pullets 
that are hatehed from such hens, their value is practically unknown. 
Pullets or hens of this kind that have been properly raised are worth 
to their owners at least $5 per head, and many who have such hens 
will not part with them at that price. 

I saw one breeder the past week refuse $5 per head for 200 pul- 
lets raised this year, and he was wise in not accepting the offer. These 
pullets simply for market purposes can and will produce, properly han- 
died, that amount in eggs within six months, and will be good to re- 
peat the same thing for two or three years because they have had the 
right kind of breeding behind them for they have been properly de- 
veloped for future uses, and are in condition right now to produce 89 
eents to $1 per head each month for their owner if the eggs were simply 
sold for table use to the class of trade that is now willing to pay actual 
value for fresh, clean, wholesome eggs. Ten cents per month each 
atthe outside will keep and feed these puilets, and you can readily see 
what a eood investment any one will have with thousands of such birds, 
but where we have ten pullets or hens that have been bred and raised 
as these have been, we will find 90 that have been bred and raised in 
ahaphazard way that cannot make one-tenth per cent of the profit that 
these good well bred pullets will for their owners. ; 

A great many people cannot understand and do not realize the 
difference in price of chickens. And while many breeders will .offer a 
hen of a certain variety for $1 you cannot buy from the careful and 
painstaking breeder a hen of the same variety tor $3 to $5. There is 
of course a reason for this and simply because time, care and study 
has been put into these line bred, carefully raised, selected birds that 
are capable of showing this big per cent of profit to the man who 
knows will not give up something that he kaows will show such a big 
per cent of profit, while on the other hand the man who will sell a 
haphazard raised hen as profitable would be doing the purchaser an 
Injustice to put off such birds on him, as they cannot show him profit. 
If not so breeders would not offer them so cheap, and one big mistake 
that many breederrs make is in offering or selling culls or worn out 
hens at a low price for breeders to the inexperienced buyer. He eawrure 
know for his own good aad the benefit of the buyer that it will tnjure 
him in time to come, and it would be far better for such hens to go to 
the butcher, as they would bring close to a dollar any way, than offer 
such to many new beginners. This is one of the things that has done 
more to hurt the poultry industry than aay thing connected with 8 
and the only hen that can show a percent of profit or pay for her tee 
and keep is the one that has been properly bred and raised, and oe 
aman has enough of this kind, especalliy this year, he is on the rig 
track, and cannot help but make money from his venture. \ :

EXPRESS ROBBERY OF OWENS AND BARRETT 


Death of Jacques Futrelle’s|Detective Harry Scott and|Prominent Commercial Con-

The hunt for the robber or robbers 
who looted a strong box of the Southern 
Express company between New York 
and Savannah has narrowed down until 
suspicion rests upon less than a half 
dozen employes, according te Special 
Agent Weaver, of the latter company, 
who returned Monday morning to Sa- 
yannah from Florence. 

The detectives are working on a prin- 
ciple of elimination, They are question- 
ing employes of the company with the 
purpose of determining just how many 
men could possibly have stolen the 
missing $71,900. Unless the cash was 
taken in a way apparently impossible, 
the detectives expect to eventually find 
the robber by this means, 

Detective Harry Scott, of the local 
Pinkerton agency, is mysteriously ab- 
sent from Savannah. His whereabouts 
is not known. Officials of the local 
office of the company have heard no 
word from the sleuth since Saturday 
night. A rumor says that he was in 
North Carolina Sunday, but this is not 
confirmed. 

Scott, it is believed, must have struck 
a clue in his investigation, or some 
word would have been heard from him 
by his local office. It was suggested 
Monday morning that he might have 
started on a trip to New York, or at 
any rate northward, with the intention 
ot picking up any clues that might dis- 
close themselves. It was admitted at 
the local office of the company that 
this might be possible. 

Pinkerton . operatives and special 
agents of the company are scattered 
over the entire route of the railroad, 


CONSUMMATE CONTRACT | 
WITH COPPER COMPANY 


Dispute Between Citizens and 
Tennessee Copper Mines to 
Be Arbitrated 


Consummation of the contract di- 
rected by the legislature between the 
State and the Tennessee Copper com- 
pany for the arbitration of damage 
claims against the company by Geor- 
gia citizens, will be recorded Monday 
afternoon, according to Governor Sla- 
ton, who stated during the morning 
that the last step leading up to his 
signature on the contract then had 
been taken. 

The wording of the contract was set 
down in the resolution by the legisla- 
ture which authorized the governor to 
make it. Under .the terms of tne 
agreement the Tennessee company is 
to hold in reserve each year during 
three years the sum of $16,500, this 
money to constitute a claim fund from 
which the arbitrators will pay such 
claims as they deem to be just. One 
arbitrator will be appointed by the 
company and one by che governor, 

Governor Slaton stated Monday that 
he had selected E. S. Griffith, of Har- 
alson county, is the state’s arbitrator. 
If the services. of an umpire become 
necessary, the governor will appoint 
that officer also. The legislature di- 


rected further the appointment of an 


inspector, to remain on the ground 
near the copper plant during the open 
or growing season for crops, or from 
April 10 to October 1 of each year, in 
oruer to see that the company observes 
its agreement to limit its output during 
that period when crops would suffer 
most under the fumes from the plant. 
The inspector has not yet been: se- 
lected definitely. 

The purpose of this agreement is to 
euminate the expense which claimants 
for damages from the company have 
complained. against as making court 
litigation of their claims too burden- 
some, and at the same time to insure 
fa: treatment for the company itself. 

Also by resolution the legislature 
authorized the governor to enter into a 
similar agreement with the Ducktown 
Iron and Copper company, the other 
plant in that vicinity. Governor Sla- 
ton sjated Monday that he had invited 
the concurrence of that company, but 
had not yet received an answer from it.

To describe the great fifth annual 
convention of the Southern Commercial 
Congress, which will be held in Mobile, 
Ala., October 27-29, John Barrett, direc- 
tor general of the Pan-American union, 
and Dr. Clarence J. Owens, managing 
director of the Southern Commercial 
Cengress, will deliver addresses in 
Atlanta on September 19. 

Mr. Barrett and Dr. Owens will speak 
also at Baltimore, Richmond, Raleigh, 
Columbia,. Jacksonville, Mobile, Knox- 
ville and other cities, and a great mass 
meeting will be held in Mobile, the con- 
vention city. The addresses at Knox- 
ville will be delivered on Southern Com- 
mercial Congress day at the Conserva- 
tion exposition. All of the sixteen 
southern states will be visited. 

Mr, Barrett is interested especially 
in the Mobile convention because the 
Pan-American Commercial oonference, 
under auspices of the Pan-American 
union, will participate with the Southern 
Commercial Congress in, the Mobile 
meeting. Mr. Barrett is former United 
States minister. to Panama, Colombia, 
and the Argentine Republic, and as dl- 
rector general of the P&n-American 
union is the only international officer in 
the western hemisphere. 

Not only is the tour ef Mr. Barrett 
and Dr. Owens planned to create inter- 
est in the fifth annual convention of 
the Southern Commercial Congress at_ 
Mobile, but its purpose is to stir the 
minds of the people of the south with 
respect to the immense commercial op- 
portunity which will follow the opening 
ot the Panama canal. 

Dr, Owens has just returned from Eu- 
rope, where he served as director gen- 
eral of the permanent American commis~ 
sion on agricultural co-operation, which 
investigated rural credits and agricul- 
tural co-operation in fourteen European 
countries.

$100,000 IN AUTO TAXES 
EXPECTED FOR THIS YEAR 


Secretary Cook Gets Many In- 
quiries—Public Knows Little 
of Auto Laws 


Inquiries as to the new automobile 
law of Georgia, which goes into effect 
on January 1, are numerous in the mail 
of Secretary of State Phil Cook, 

Mr. Cook states that the general pub- 
lic, seems. to have very little informationg 
concerning the law, 

In. effect, he says, it makes the regis- 
tration of automobiles an annual affair. 
Bach owner must license his car before 
March 1 of each year, paying $5 for his 
license instead of $2 as heretofore. The 
license tag will bear the number and 
the calendar year for which it is issued. 
Every automobile owner, whether he has 
registered his car already or not, must 
comply with the new law. 

Also, a city, by municipal ordinance, 
can require its resident car owners, and 
non-resident car owners visiting it, to 
register with the city clerk their names 
and the license numbers issued to them 
by the state. 

Any car owner who has not regis- 
tered by March 1 and obtained, his state 
license can be convicted of a misde- 
meanor and can be punished accord- 
ingly. © 

The estimate of the secretary of state 
is that about $100,000 will be paid in 
for 1914 automobile licenses in Georgia. 
This estimate is based on the assump- 
tion that there are some 20,000 motor 
cars in Georgia. 

The money accruing under this law 
will be known as the state road fund, 
and will be distributed by the state 
treasurer among the county govern- 
ments, in proportion to the number of 
miles of rural route roads in each 
ccunty, that mileage to be determined 
from the United States government re- 
ports.

SUSPECT ANOTHER MURDER. 

With a view of clearing the mystery 
surrounding the murder of eight-year- 
old Alma Kellner, whose mutilated body 
was found in quicklime in the basément 
of St. John’s Catholic church, Louis- 
ville, Ky., two and a half years ago, the 
police sought today to obtain from 
Schmidt some statement of what he 
knew of this crime. 

From August, 1909, till March, 1910, 
Schmidt was a visitor in Louisville, not 
officially connected with any church 
there, but a guest in the home of Rev.
